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General Blissionury Conference. 


The Committee gave in an interim report last night at the monthly 
meeting of the Shanghai Missionaty Association. The Secretary said 
he had sent out about 480 circulars, but had only received 105 replies— 
of which 87 were in favour of a conference, 10 against, and 8 indifferent. 
The replies were chiefly from missionaries at the ports, and very few 

‘from distant provinces. 

It was agreed that this statentent should be published, and those 
missionaries who had not yet responded should be asked to do so at an 
early date, that the mind of the missionary body might be fully as- 


certained.
